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NEWSROOM NOTES: Many 
women feel they ’re not g etting a 
fair shake in this world, bu t at 
least the Social Secu rity Admin­ 
istration is rooting for them. As 
one g ov ernment official pu ts it, 
“ Social Secu rity is doing as 
mu ch—or more—for women as 
for men.” 
Acco rding to Hy man H. Sie­ 
g el, district manag er o f the 
do wnto wn o ffice in New Yo rk, 
wo men wo rkers are entitled 
to the same so cial security 
benefits as men, but theirs 
are arriv ed at differently — 
and to their adv antag e. The 
fo rmula fo r fig uring o ut a 
man’s, retirement checks is 
based o n ag e 6 5, while the o ne 
fo r a wo man is based o n ag e 
6 2 . “ This adds up to pro po r­ 
tio nately hig her benefits fo r 
the wo man,” Sieg el say s. 
What’s more, a working wid­ 
ower, father or ex -hu sband g ets 
no special consideration u nder 
social secu rity , bu t a widow, 
mother or ex -wife does, ev en if 
she’s nev er been g ainfu lly em ­ 
ploy ed If she’s widowed, for ex ­ 
ample, she can receiv e 8 2'^ per 
cent of her hu sband’s benefits, 
starting at ag e 6 2 . (She can, if 
she chooses, receiv e these when 
she’s 6 0 , althou g h at a redu ced 
rate.) 
A div o rced wo man, Sieg el 
co mments, is no t o ut in the 
co ld either—pro v ided her 
marriag e lasted 2 0 y ears and 
she was suppo rted by her hus­ 
band. If that ex -husband dies, 
she’s elig ible fo r the same 
wido w’s benefits as tho ug h 
the marriag e had co ntinued. 
Or if he retires, she beco mes 
elig ible fo r half his benefits 
when she reaches 6 5. (If she 
elects to take them at ag e 6 2 ,

You ng widows with 
children can be elig ible and 
they can ev en work part-time if 
they like. If the widow’s hu s­ 
band was cov ered by social se­ 
cu rity , she and her family will 
be entitled to benefits u ntil the 
children are 18 If the y ou ng ­ 
sters stay in school fu ll-time af­ 
ter that, they can receiv e stu ­ 
dent benefits u ntil they ’re 22 
y ears old 


So me 
wo men—who 
hav e 
pretended fo r y ears to be 
y o ung er than they are—fear 
they will be fo und o ut by their 
husbands when they file fo r 
benefits,

that ev en here, so cial security 
is o n their side. “ Ours is a 
pro g ram,” he declares, “ in 
which we try to keep the in­ 
fo rmatio n we g ather as co nfi­ 
dential as po ssible.

The g ov ernment, which was 
defeated in its mov e to stop 
fu rther Times pu blication in a 
lower cou rt, had been sched­ 
u led to g o before a three-man 
appeals panel this morning . 
In Washing ton, meanwhile, 
the g ov ernment arg u ed in U.S. 
District Cou rt that docu ments 
from the Pentag on stu dy u sed 
by the Washing ton Post in as­ 
sembling its stories contain in­ 
formation abou t cu rrent oper­ 
ational plans in the war. 
Both the Times and the Post 
remained u nder restraints not 
to pu blish articles abou t the 
stu dy pending ou tcome of the 
cou rt actions. Prior to the g ov - 


ernments efforts to stop pu bli­ 
cation, the Tim es pu blished 
three 
installments from 
the 
stu dy and the Post two 
Deciding to bring the Times 
case before the fu ll Cou rt of 
Appeals, Chief Ju dg e Henry J. 
Friendly said: 
“This case raises a qu estion 
of su ch ex traordinary impor­ 
tance that it shou ld be heard by 
all the ju dg es.’’ 
The 
Washing ton 
testimony 
concerning cu rrent sensitiv ity 
of the Pentag on docu ments was 
g iv en by Dennis Doolin, depu ty 
assistant secretary of defense 
for international secu rity af­ 
fairs. 
It came as the g ov ernment 
opened its case by renewing its 
contention that pu blication of 
the material by the press wou ld 
resu lt in irreparable damag e to 
national secu rity . 
The Times case went before

I^ast week, Gesell denied the 
g ov ernment’s requ est, bu t the 
District of Colu mbia appeals 
cou rt ov erru led him and sent 
the case back to him for a 
hearing .

Stoned on marijuana 
when he won medal 


DETROIT (AP) - A Medal 
of Honor winner say s he was 
"stoned” 
on 
m ariju ana 
the 
nig ht he fou g ht off two wav es 
of Viet Cong soldiers and won 
A m erica’s hig hest military hon­ 
or. 
“ It was the only time I ev er 
went into combat stoned,” P e­ 
ter Lemon, 21, said in Tawas 
City du ring an interv iew with 
Detroit Free Press reporter 
Howard Kohn. 
“ You g et really alert when 
y ou ’re stoned becau se y ou hav e 
to be. 
“ We were all party ing the 
nig ht before. We weren’t ex ­ 
pecting any action becau se we 
were in a su pport g rou p,” the 
soft-spoken Lemon recalled. 
“ All the g u y s were heads,” 
Lemon said, u sing a slang term 
for m ariju ana smokers. “We’d 
sit arou nd smoking g rass and 
g etting 
stoned 
and 
talking 
abou t when we’d g et to g o 
home.” 
It was April 1, 197 0, when 
Lemon, an Army Spec. 4, u sed 


his rifle, machine g u n and hand 
g renades to smash a larg e a t­ 
tack on his position. 
He fou g ht the enemy hand-to- 
hand and drag g ed a wou nded 
comrade to the rear before col­ 
lapsing from ex hau stion and 
three wou nds. At a medical 
center, he refu sed treatment 
u ntil more seriou sly inju red 
men had been cared for. 
Lemon said he almost de­ 
cided not to accept the Medal 
of Honor from President Nix on 
at White Hou se ceremonies last 
week. 
“That was one of my first 
thou g hts,” he said. “ Bu t it was 
ju st a little thou g ht. I g u ess y ou 
can’t split the medal u p among 
12 g u y s, bu t that’s who it really 
belong s to. 
“ I’ll tell y ou this, too. I’d 
trade it in a minu te if it cou ld 
bring back my three bu ddies” 
who were killed in the battle, at 
Tay Ninh near the Cambodian 
border. 
Lemon let his hair g row long 
and bu shy after his discharg e 


Dec. 4, bu t he cu t it and his 
long sidebu rns for the White 
Hou se presentation. 


“ I g ot abou t three inches cu t 
off. Bu t the first thing when I 
g ot to Washing ton some mili­ 
tary aides started to hassle me 
to g et it cu t some more.” 


He said he is antiwar, thou g h 
not necessarily antimilitary . 
His 12 months of fig hting in 
Vietnam were filled with in­ 
cidents of callou sness, desper­ 
ation, rebellion, u nfriendliness, 
and escape throu g h dru g s, he 
said. 


He said he saw a Korean offi­ 
cer point-blank shoot to death 
three enemy soldiers who want­ 
ed to su rrender, and said a 
hated lieu tenant was blown u p 
while sitting in an ou tdoor toilet 
by a g renade tossed by a GI. 
He also said, “ I ju st g ot real 
tired of the Sou th Vietnamese 
coming u p and say ing , ‘What 
are 
y ou 
Americans 
doing 
here?” ’

refused to observe elementary 
traffic laws, the basic principles 
of courtesy or just plain com­ 
mon sense?’’ Lewis asked 
It is expected that a course in 
traffic safety for bicyclists and 
pedestrians will be offered in 
about 25 per cent of the state’s 
elementary schools this fall. 
“ Children absorb knowledge 
faster when 
they are quite 
young, 
and 
they 
remember 
what they learn, but most im­ 
portant of all, a child’s view­ 
point is formed during the early 
years, and if respect and under­ 
standing of the basics of traffic 
control can be instilled at an 
early age, they become a part of

Idle computers cost taxpayers 
DSS athletes 


S P RIN G F IE L D , 111. (A P) - 
Some of those digital comput­ 
ers that state universities hope 
will propel them into the “ tech- 
notronic age” stand idle 50 per 
cent of the time at colossal cost 
to the taxpayer, the Bureau of 
the Budget says. 
As educators and legislators 
prepare for their stretch drive 
this week and next to decide 
how much money the schools 
are going to get in fiscal 1972, 
the bureau has quietly pre­ 
pared a little revelation con­ 
cerning just how much use the 
electronic brains get at two of 
the state’s biggest universities. 
It comes in the form of a re­ 
port which will be dropped this 
week on the desk of Rep. David 
Regner, R-Mt. Prospect, chair­ 
man of the House Appropria­ 
tions Committee. 
Although exact 
figures on 
how much waste is alleged 
were not immediately obtain­ 
able, the report, which has not 


yet been released, shows that qualify for 
some computers whose time is 
' 
' 
worth hundreds of dollars an 
hour stand idle half the time. 
Asked about the report, John 
W. McCarter Jr., director of 
the Bureau of the Budget, said 
it shows “ that universities have 
purchased or secured equip­ 
ment they can use only 50 per 
cent of.” 
“ Taxpayers and state govern­ 
ment are paying more for uni­ 
versity 
computer 
operations 
than is necessary,” McCarter 
said. “ Costs are far in excess 
of what’s required.” 
The report deals only “ per­ 
ipherally” with the University 
of Illinois’s Digital Computer 
Laboratory and the other big 
academ ic 
installations 
in 
Champaign-Urbana. 
But, McCarter said, it fo­ 
cuses on computer operations 
at Northern and Southern Il­ 
linois universities “ in some de­ 
tail.” 


In the Legislature 
Final issues interrelated

S P RIN G F IE L D , 111. (A P ) - 
“ Things do interrelate” in poli­ 
tics said House Speaker W. 
Robert Blair, R-Park Forest, in 
taking the long view of the 10- 
day windup of the Dlinois legis­ 
lative session which begins to­ 
day.

Questions being discussed in­ 
clude legislative and congres­ 
sional reapportionment, state 
subsidy of CTA operations, and 
a $900-million bond issue pro­ 
posed for highway, airport and 
mass transit construction. 
"The stage is set for negotia­ 
tions on total transportation 
and reapportionment,” 
Blair 
said, adding that he did not ex­ 
pect difficulty in agreeing once 
there was a meeting of minds 
on principle and magnitude. 
“ We intend to resolve it be­ 
fore we wind up this part of the 
two-year session,” Blair said of 
the two subjects and the June 
30 adjournment deadline. 
On the other hand, Blair said, 
"for the first time partisan poli­ 
tics has risen in the Senate on. 
the question of the 18-year-old 
vote.” 
Although Blair did not con­ 
nect the 18-year-old vote ques­ 
tion directly with his negotia­ 
tions with Choate, the minority 
leader has been persistent in 
asking for a vote in the House 
on the Senate-approved resolu­ 
tion.Thirty four states had rati­ 
fied the question by the week- 
end.

“ I ’m as concerned and inter­ 
ested in young people having 
rights of suffrage as anyone,” 
Blair said. “ But in politics 
there are other matters that 
bear on what is done.” 
Choate has emphasized his 
cooperation with Blair in ad­ 
vancing the work of the House 
despite its narrow political divi­ 
sion. 
The narrowness has been ac­ 
cented by illness that has hurt 
Republicans more than Demo­ 
crats. 
Choate has told newsmen that 
one Democratic weapon to win 
the minority’s will is to slow 
down business to keep tired 
lawmakers in the humid Sang­ 
amon Valley for long days and 
nights in late June. 
A Republican weapon that re­ 
strains Democrats is the veto 
power of Republican Gov. Rich­ 
ard B. Ogilvie and the extraor­ 


dinary management strengths 
accruing to him under the new 
constitution Ju ly 1. 
When the Senate and House 
return today, their work load of 
issues will still include non-pub­ 
lic school aid, bingo, implied 
consent, and massive appro­ 
priations for higher education, 
common schools and 
public 
welfare. 
Some of these, like implied 
consent to curtail drunken driv­ 
ing, appear headed for final de­ 
cisions 
in 
conference 
com­ 
mittees 
between 
the 
two 
houses. 
Others, like the $1.19 billion 
appropriation for public aid, 
appear to be fizzling somewhat 
as budget-cutting issues be­ 
cause of offsetting party advan­ 
tages and disadvantages. 
Ogilvie lost leverage as a 
penny-pincher in the legislature 
on the public aid 
spending 
when he risked inclusion of $65 
million in federally-shared rev­ 
enue which does not seem like­ 
ly to materialize. On the other 
hand, 
Democrats 
who have 
been critical of rent ceilings 
and other limits on public aid 
spending, lacked a base for 
pressing for cuts in the welfare 
budget.
